CBfrlng-'Senate Constitutional Amendment 


No. 


A resolution proposins to the people ot 
the State of California an amendment to 
the Constitution of the State, by adding 
a -I <-w. section, to bo known and desig- 
nated as Fectlcin seven and one-half, nr- 
th.-le eleven, thereof, provkllnpr for tho 
framiriB, by the inhabiiams oC counties, 
of local county B'overnment acr.s for their 
own coveinmrat.

The -inhabitants of

county may frame a county government 
ect-fcir their own government, relating to 
tho matters hereinafter specilUd, and con- 
sistent with, and subject to, tho Consti- 
tution and laws of this State, by causing 
a board of fifteen freeholders, who have 
been, for at least live years, qualilied 
t-'.ec.tars of such county,- to be elected by 
the quallntd electors of such county, at 
cny trsneral or Epeeial election, wnon-3 
duty it shall be, within ninety duys- after 
such election, to prepare and propose a 
county government act for such county, 
which shall be signed In duplicate by the 
members of such hoard, or a majority o! 
them,- and returned, one copy thereof t3 
the Board of Supervisors or other legis- 
lative body of such county, and the other 
copy to ba «nt to the Recorder of deeds 
of the county. Such proposed county gov- 
ernment act shall then bo published in 
two papers of general clrculaticn .in such 
eov.nty, 'or if there be not two such pa- 
pers, then In one only, for at )ea/5t twenty 
days, and within not less than thirty days
